•iT of the Oreen RiTcr-Equltjr to- 
ktMo were siRned, and everjrthlnR la 
la readiiie88 for th«> cU-llvory of the 
tobacco, which will begin on Monday 
mornlBS- 

Tba oontraeta war* alined br Hi- 
ram Markabarfy, prealdMt, and 
\V II Iter Atherton, secretary, of the 
<lrei'n lUver AKaociatlon, and the 
wi'veral huyerti wlio are to take the 
lobucco. At the time the contracts 
Were signed, neither Dr. Uann nor 
Mr. L>o%-ell, membera ot the aiecu- 
tive board, of the EquHy Society, 
who had Heretofore attended all the 
KeHsions, was in Owensboro, and no 
HlgnatureH of the Equity representa- 

The contraeu state that the to- 
tlvaa were aeenred. 
bucco is to be delivered at the va- 
rlouH delivery points designated 
tht-rein lielween the 2;i(l day of Jan- 
uary. 19i4, and June 1, 1914.

conducted from thhi city. It hi un- 
derstoeH the Deep Water Coal Com- 
pany has already arranged to take 
over aevcnteen coal mines along 
Green river iind iji Western Ken- 
tucky Hnd one mine ul .Newhurg, 
Ind , leu miles above tliis city. 

It is the intention of the company 
to build large coal doeka below 
HenderooB. It la said, and tkoro the 
bargee of tbe eoaipaay will he load- 
ed aad seat to New Orleans and the 
Southern markets. Sometliing like

ing the mines that have been acquir- 
ed hy the company. It has been 
known tor several mootha that the 
eomgaay had Ifeea taklag opMous 
on auay of the eoal alaea in Went- 
ern Kentneky and Southern India- 
na. The taking over of these inineK 
will mean that KvunsvjIle will be-

The euneiiiis law. lorliiddinj; the 
mating oi the liiseased and unlil. 
has, after au days' trial, been de- 
clared unconstitutional, but It Is 
still a Ihw, beoauae aa appeal haa 
been taken to the Supreme Court. 
So marriage license clerks and cou- 
ples with a strong hunch t<< liitcli up 
are breathing hard and tliinkiiiK 
deeply over the situation 

The attack upon the law came, 
not from the aentimeataliata who 1m>> 
lieve that Dan Capid can he aafely 
trusted, but from the doctorn who 
dislike thi- legal limit of V',. named 
in llie law us the cliarge for making 
physical exnuiinations. 

The marriage law waa 
largely through the attorU of Mra. 
G. A. HIpke of this city. As the 
wife of a physician she had seen 
the terrible results of the Mack 
plague upon I lie children of the dis- 
ease. 

She had a cloae view, through her 
haabaad's profeeekw. of th6 flnal 

harvest of the sowing of "wild oats" 
in tbe second generation. She saw 
tlu> babes born blind. i liildren 
brouKiit into the world with minds 
darkened and vacant, tlie epileptic, 
tbe insane, the wreckage of good 
women. 

The law passed l)V W isconsin jiro- 
vided that all nieii aiul tsonien nnist 
submit tu a pliyslcal examination 
before l)elng i>ermitled to marry 
and iliai they must take to the 11- 
cenae clerk a certlflcate that they 
wore free from venereal diaeaae. 

The doctors declared that tboy 
could not issue such rertlfleates 
without making; u liat is known ns' 
the Wasserman test, wliicli involved 
an expensive, time-taking examina- 
tion. If they made the test they v»- 
faaed to do It for a IS fee, the flgure 
named In the law. Alao many doc- 
tors in the State were not provided 
with till' means to make the test. 

A. A. I'eterson irled lo nei a li- 
cense to marry liatlie Srhniidt. Four 
doctors refuaed to make the test. 
The clerk ralMasd a llBaaBs Judge 
Gsebwellnr ordered a lleenso issued 
without a certlflcate. upholding the 
contention of the dOi'tors lli;il the 
Wasserman test was necessary and 
deciding Hial the la" was nnetifone- 
able because few Uuclor.s were alile 
to make sucli a test. 

While tbe law waa in force Ue 
namber ol oiarriage lleaaaaa drop- 
ped to one-fourth the aormal num- 
ber. The cause of this waa moatly 
because men and women WOUld BOt 
submit III an examination.

Henderson, Ky., Jan. 23. — Desert- 
ing from the I'nlted States army

Thay Are Wind Flowers, ss No True

It La 11 conimoo belief, even among 
well informed people, that the word

Tke 
two forniH most commonly seen are 
white plioHpliorus and red phosplior- 
us. The white phophoruH is poison- 
ous, whili- till' red |)hOBphorns is 
pra<'tically harmless.
